SIXTH ANNUAL CATALOG OF TRENT RIVER OAKEY GROVE 
COLLEGIATE INDUSTRIAL TRAINING SCHOOL, (INC.) 


Jacksonville, North Carolina. 
Thirteenth Annual Session, 1921 and 1922. This attached form of 
catalog gives sufficient information on courses of study and ex- 
pense regulations for one to thoroughly understand the object of the 
school. The school is under the auspices and supervision of the Trent 
River Oakey Grove Missionary Baptist Association. 


Location—The school ig situated on the west side of the A. C. L. 
Railroad, the only road between Newbern and Wilmington, is about 
one-half mile from Jacksonville, via railroad and one and a quarter 
miles to the court house, via county road. 


Geographicaliy—The location is full of interest, the soil is deep 
sandy loam, produces potatoes, peanuts, cotton and corn in large quan- 
tities. It is favored with congenial winds and sparkling water. 


Aim—The aim of the school is to teach young people to respect 
themselves, end to respect others as well; and form correct habits of 
life. Give them the proper mental discipline, that they might fit them- 
selves to fill with honor the various positions of trust in the com- 
munities where they live. Boys are given careful attention to the 
moral side of training. The school is not sectarian. 


Land, Ete.—The school owns about 2 8-4 acres of land and three 
buildings. The main buildings are the school buildings. A large two- 
story building with auditorium, recitation rooms and an accommo- 
dation for twenty or more young men. Provision is arranged for 
young men in the boarding department. 

Membership—aAll applicants for membership must be of good moral 
standing in the community. Those from distances must furnish letters 
of recommendation of same. 


Rules—Few rules such as govern the best regulated homes are 
given. i. Neatness in dress and person. 2. Purity. 38. Cleanli- 
ness of desk, books and room. 4. Courtesy to teachers and fellow- 
students. 5. Punctuality in duty; earnest devotion to study; quiet- 
ness in manner of all movements in or about the school; obedience to 
law and duty. 

Literary—The students have exercises in reading, debating and 
oratory as often as twice per month. 

Expenses—Tuition according to grade, from $1.00 to $2.50 per 
school month. Tuition and board including lights and laundry for 
boys, $10.50 per school month; for girls, $9.50. Girls do their own 
work and keep their rooms in a good sanitary condition. 
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Privileges—Students are to obey orders and rules of the school. 
They are not allowed to leave school without proper permission. 
No visiting with local students or in the neighborhood. Students are 
expected to attend Sunday school and church of their choice on Sun- 
days at 11:00 a. m. and 2:30 p. m. 

Our Needs—-We need the sum of $2,000.00 to complete our buildings 
and better equip the school ; $500.00 to pay indebtedness, etc. 

Domestics—Sewing is the principal work under this head. Fancy 
work, handicraft, weaving and crocheting are taught, in sewing. 
The different stitches, buttonholes and darning are given first at- 
tention. Other work comes in as occasion requires. 

Music—Primary ideas are given special attention. 

Growth—We are increasing as the time move. Four counties 
are supporting us with 150 students enrolled last term. 

Miscellaneous—Under this head, housekeeping, community service, 
country life and sociology are taught Fees: registration is only 50c. 

We invite a closer co-peration of patrons, friends and officers. 
Your visits are appreciated and will prove helpful to the school.

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BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The membership of this Corporation is composed of, 
and limited to the members of the Trent River Oakey Grove Mission- 
ary Baptist Association, which embraces the membership of the 
Missionary Baptist.Churches (colored) of all of Onslow County, and 
a portion of Carteret, Craven, Jones and Pender Counties, except as 
hereinafter provided for. 


All others wishing to become members may do so by paying an 
annual fee of one ($1.00) dollar for each male and fifty (50) cents 
for each female member, to become due on ‘the first day of June of 
each year, and the membership of all such members shall terminate 
on the Ist day of July, unless renewed by paying the annual fee. 
Provided, however, that the Association by a majority vote may deny 
membership to anyone whenever they deem it to the best interest 
of this Corporation, or revoke the membership of anyone whenever 
they become detrimental to the purposes of this Corporation. 

Section 2. The membership of this Corporation shall be rep- 
resented in all membership meetings, by the Association, which is 
composed of the several pastors and three (8) delegates from each 
church or congregation, elected from the membership of said churches 
and congregations, within the bounds of the ssid Association. 


Section 8. The annual meeetings of the Association shall be held 
from Thursday to Saturday, inclusive, before the third (8rd) Sunday 
of October in each and every year at such place as may be chosen, 
when there shall be elected by a plurality vote, by ballot, fifteen (15) 
directors to serve one year and unti] their successors are elected and 
qualified. The pastors and delegates each shall have one vote on 
all questions except.the election of directors, and then each shall have 
one vote each for the full number of directors to be elected. 


Section 4. Special meetings of the Association mal be called by 
order of the Board of Directors, and it shall be their duty to call 
such meetings upon the written request of one-fifth of the repre- 
sentatives of the Association. 

Section 5. A quorum shall consist of a majority of representa- 
tives of the Association. If no quorum is present at any meeting 
it may be adjourned from time to time until a quorum shall be pres- 
ent. 

Section 6. Two weeks’ notice of a special meeting of the Associa- 
tion shall be given to each representative personally, by mail to his’ 
last known address or by publication. 
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Section 7. The order of proceeding at all membership meetings in 
the Association for the purpose of this Co-operation shall beas follows: 

1st.— Reading and Approving Minutes of Former Meeting. 

2nd.—Report of Officers. 

3rd.— Reports of Committees. 

4th.—Reports of Board of Directors. 

5th.—Report of Nominating Committee. 

6th.—Election of Board of Directors. 

7th—Miscellaneous Business. 

Section 8. The Association shall provide a committee of three 
members known as the Nomination Committee for the purpose of 
presenting names for election on the Board of Directors. Said 
committee to be appointed on motion carried, by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE II. 
Board Of Directors. 


Section 1. The Board shall consist of fifteen members and be 
divided into five classes, three members in each class, to serve 1, 2, 
3, 4 and 5 years’ term until their successors are elected and quali- 
fied. 

Section 2. The Board of Directors shall have the power to fill 
all vacancies in their body, from the representatives of the Associa- 
tion, until the next annual meeting of said representatives. 

Section 3. The Directors shall have the power to elect or appoint 
all necessary officers and committees; to employ principals, profes- 
sors, assistants and help of any and every class necessary for carry- 
ing out the purposes of the Corporation; to fix the amount of their 
compensation, to prescribe their duties; to dismiss any appointed of- 
ficer, agent or employee without previous notice, and generally to 
control and manage the affairs of the Corporation. 

Section 4. The Board of Directors shall meet at the same time and 
in the same place as the Association on Friday before the 3rd Sun- 
day in October, of each year, and at the Union Meetings held in the 
interval between the annual meetings of the Association, in regular 
business meeting; and in special meeting at any time on the call of 
the President, and it shall be the duty of the President to call a 
special meeting, within ten days, upon the written request of one- 
third of the Board of Directors, which request shall state the purpose 
of the call. 

Section 5. One week’s notice of special meeting of the Board of 
Directors shall be given by the Secretary, to each Director personally, 
by mail to his last known address; and the purpose of the meeting 
must be stated in the notice of every special meeting; also the time 
and place of said special meeting. 
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Section 6. All special meetings of the Directors shall be held at 
the offices of the Corporation in Jacksonville, N. C., unless more con- 
venient to meet elsewhere when the President shall designate the 
place of the meeting in his call. 

Section 7. A quorum shall consist of a majority of the Directors. 
of the Corporation in all business meetings. If no quorum is present 
at any meeting it may be adjourned from time to time until a quorum 
shall be present, 

Section 8. The order of proceeding at a regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors shall be as follows: 

ist.—Roll call. 

2nd.—Reading and Approval of Minutes of Last Meeting. 

3rd.—Reports from the Officers. 

4th.—Reports from the Committees. 

5th.—Filling Vacancies in Board of Directors. 

6th.—Filling Vacancies of Officers. 

7th.—Miscellaneous Business. 


ARTICLE III. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The Board of Directors shall annually elect, at their 
regular meeting in October, the following officers, who shall hold their 
respective offices for one year, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified: A President, two Vice Presidents, a Secretary and 
Treasurer, 

Section 2. The Board of Directors shall fill all vacancies oecur- 
ring among the officers. 

Section 38. The Board of Directors shall confer on standing com- 
mittees, hereinafter provided for, and any special committees they 
shall appoint, power to carry out the objects for which they are 
appointed. 

Section 4.—The Directors may, in the absence of any officer, dele- 
gate his power and duties to any other officer or to a Director, for 
the time being. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Duties Of Officers. 
Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board 
of Directors; shall see that all orders and resolutions of the Board 


of Directors are carried out; appoint all members of committees not 
otherwise provided for; execute all conveyances, contracts and agree- 
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ments, authorized by the Directors, either directly or upon the recom- 
mendation of committees, delegated with power to contract by the 
Board of Directors, and generally see that all the officers and agents 
of the Corporation perform their duties. 


Section 2. The Vice Presidents shall be the Chairmen and preside ~ 
over their respective committees, as hereinafter described; and in 
the absence of the President they shall preside, in their order, at the 
business meeting of the Board of Directors, or attend to any of the 
duties as President they have the power to perform. 


Section 3. The Secretary shall be the ex-officio Secretary of the 
Board of Directors, and keep the minutes of all proceedings in a book 
to be kept for that purpose. He shall be the Custodian of the Com- 
mon Seal, and shall attest the same when affixed by order of the 
Board of Directors. He shall draw all orders on the Treasurer, and 
attest the same after being signed by the President and affix the 
Common Seal. He shall perform such other duties as the By-laws 
enjoin, or are incident to his office. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall perform all the duties incident to 
his office, and usually performed by a Treasurer, and as such, he shall 
collect, receive and keep in safe deposit all the funds coming into his 
hands; endorse and collect checks and negotiable instruments, and 
keep full and accurate accounts of all receipts and disbursements and 
pay all orders signed by the President by authority of the Directors, 
and attested by the Secretary with the Common Seal affixed; render- 
ing a full account of each regular Director’s meeting. At the ex- 
piration of his term of office he shall deliver to his successors all 
monies, books, papers and other property in his possession. The 
Treasurer shall enter into a good and sufficient bond in a sum in the 
discretion of the Directors conditioned on the faithful performance of 
his duties, and as security for all receipts coming into his hands. 
His books, records and accounts shall be open for inspection at all 
times to a committee hereinafter described, known as the Auditing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE V. 
Committees. 
Section 1. The President shall appoint all members of committees, 


both standing and special, except as hereinafter provided, or unless 
otherwise ordered by the Board of Directors. 
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Section 2. There shall be a regular standing committee known 
as the Executive committee, composed of five members, of which the 
first Vice President shall be the Chairman. The duties of this Com- 
mittee shall be to promote the objects of this Corporation by se- 
curing professors, teachers of ability, and seeing that every teacher, 
officer and employee does his full duty; to solicit aid for the Cor- 
poration from the various sources, keeping accurate accounts of all 
funds coming into their hands, which they shall turn over to the 
Treasurer, taking his receipt for same, and to have general super- 
vision of al] things necessary for carrying) out the objects and pur- 
poses of this Corporation. 

And to report of all proceedings to the Board of Directors, and the 
annual meeting of the Association. 

Section 3. There shall be an Auditing Committee, composed of 
three members, of which the second Vice President shall be Chair- 
man, the duty of which shall be to audit all accounts of the Treasurer, 
members of the Executive Committee, and all other officers and a- 
gents of the Corporation of every kind who have any of the funds 
coming into their hands, and make their reports to the Board of Di- 
rectors and to the annual meeting of the Association. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Amendment Of By-laws. 


Section 1. The Board of Directors of this Corporation shall have 
power, by vote of a majority of all the Directors, and without the 
asset or the vote of the membership through its representatives, to 
make, alter and amend the By-laws of this Corporation, in meeting as- 
sembled, either regular or special, and if special, then the purpose of 
the meeting with the proposed amendments or alterations, must be 
stated in the call; but the By-laws made by the Directors, under 
power, may be altered or repealed by the membership in regular 
meeting assembled.
